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but without any noife or accident. I have been in- 
formed by letters from Switzerland, that feveral 
fhocks were felc there, and that the falt-fprings of 
Bevieux have befen rendered more fait. 

At Amersfort, in the province of Utrecht, on the 
fifteenth of this month, was felt a Ihock of an 
earthquake, which occafioned great confternation, 
but no damage. 



LXX. An Account offome Fungitas and other 
curious cor alloid fojftl Bodies'^ by Thomas 
Pennant, Efqi Communicated by Mr. 
Henry Baker, K jR. S. 

Read Feb. i9,T?IG. L (TAB.XV.)was found in the 
^'^^ * X7 limeftone quarries in Coalbrooke- 
Dale Shropfhire, the greateft magazine of coralloid 
foffils, that I am acquainted with. 

The length of this elegant body is equal to that 
drawn, and its greateft diameter (which is near the 
top) is about an inch and half. It is exaftly of the 
form of a pear, with afmall portion of ftalk remain- 
ing ; and its whole furface is covered with fmall (hal- 
low polygonal cells, the ftalk excepted, which is 
perfeftly fmooth. 

Fig. II. is a fmall fungites from the fame place^ 
of the fame fize with the figure ^ the top is con- 
vex, and thick fet with minute circular cavities \ 
the ftalk tends to a conoid form, and is coarfely 
ftriated lengthways.

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FigJIL has a very deep cup4ike cavity kit, the 
hottom of which is very finely radiated i the re- 
maining part covered with fmail tubera, not unlike 
thofe, that fometimes are feen in the infides of flints 
and pebbles. 

Externally it is irregularly cellular, but the ilalk 
is ilriated. 

Fig. IV. is a very iingular body, and the moft 
remarkably fliaped fungites I ever fiw, being ex- 
actly oval oh oiiC fide, and flat the other, without 
the leaft appearance of ftalk. The oval or lower 
part is reticulated with polygonal cells, like Fig. L 
The flat or upper part is ftriated femicircularly, the 
ftriae pafling from om fide to the other, and then re-^ 
verting. 

Fig. V. This I received out of Italy, under the 
name of lapis fublutem Veronenfis Jiellis majori^ 
bus. The furface is finely marked with ftar-like 
cells, which are elegantly flriated from their center; 
and their edges rife a little prominent. The lower 
part of this ftone is of a conoid fhape, and irregularly 
indented with coarfe circular rugss. 

Fig. VL was found at Coalbrooke-dale, is of a 
white colour, and very fmooth both on the fides 
and top, without any appearance of ftri^ : but what 
renders this very fingular, is the remarkable thinnefs, 
its greateft diameter not exceeding the eighth of 
an inch. 

Fig. VII. was found at the top of one of the 
higheft mountains in this county, near Caer-gwrle, 
in a reddifh loamy foil, together with various other 
diluvian remains. 
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It Is of a conoid fhape, but coniiderably incur- 
vated ', the iide$ are ftriated lengthways, and like- 
wife circularly, but the circular ftri^ are much 
lefs frequent than the others. At the thicker end 
there appears to have been a deep cup -like cavity, 
the greateft part of which had by fome accident been 
deftroyed, but what remains is radiated with thin 
and very prominent ridges placed at equal diftances 
<fwm each other. On one iide is a fmall flat fungi tes. 

Fig. VIIL is a fungi tes from Coalbrooke-Dale, 
feemingly formed of three or four fmaller, in« 
ferted one into the other. It has the fame cavity on 
the toD as the former, with a minute flriated concha 
anomia in it. 

Fig. IX. This fungites is almoft ftrait, <has a fmall 
cup like ftriated cavity on the upper end, is encom- 
paffed with prominent ridges on the fides, and is 
ftriated lengthways. 

Fig.X. This fpecies came from Piedmont, and dif- 
fers from all the reft. It may be called an echinated 
fungiteSj having fix orders of fliarp-pointed finds 
running lengthways fiom top to bottom, and be- 
tween each order appear fome very minute longitu- 
dinal ftriae. The upper part, loftc^d of a cavity, is 
compofed of feveral thin iarnciias rifing above the 
fides. 

Fig. XI. is a Coalbrooke-Dale production, and 
is a clufter of fungites, tho* only two appear in the 
figure. 

This varies from fome of the foregoing in the 
fhape of its head, in the middle of which is a flial- 
low circular cavity, its fides rifing a little prominent. 
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and the ftriae, which commence the infidej pafs over 
the ridge, and are continued to the edges.

The cup-like cavity in this is pretty deep, and ra- 
diated ^ with deep ftrig^ : and the ifides are marked 
v/ith very diftinft ridges running lengthways, tho' 
fometimes interrupted by circular furrows.

Nation at Smyrna, to defire the favour of him, it being 
an operation never pradifed in thefe parts, nor by fome 
phyficians thought prafticable, to inform me of the truth 
and fuccefs of it. In anfwer to which he told me, 
that the conful from Venice reiiding there, a phyii- 
cian, Dr. Pylarini, had taken particular notice of that 
pradice, and had promifed to fatisfy me about it :
